The opponents of the seworago achumo 
continuo to misropreaoDt tho mayor and 
oounoillora on tbe sewerage question and 
- are endeavoring to show that tbe bylaw 
was prepared' without the aligbteat auth- 
ority, or ground for authority, on the part 
of the ratepayers. To show how menda- 
oioua this contention is, we have but to 
refer to the ininutos of council of Sop- 
^'tember, 1885. From theau it would 
appear that nn appeal was. made to the 
vatopayertf.on a bylaw to authorize the 
ooanoil to create a loan of $5,000 for the 
preparation of plans fur a general system 
of sewerage. The vote stood as follows: 

For seworage 181 

Against aewernge .167 

Majority for sewerage 24 

\ Armed with' this authority the mayor 
and council contracted with Messrs. 
Pickering & Orompton, of Whitehaven, 
England, to prepare plana and specifica- 
tions. These plans and speclticatious wore 
duly propiired and are in the city 
safe. Now, if it was not intend- 
ed that the costly and elaborate 
plans should be put. tu nae,< why were 
they ordered? If the ratepayers were not 
in earnflst in their expressed desire for a 
clean city, why did they instruct tho 
■ mayor and cciuncil to have the plans pre- 
pared} If the ratepayora wore not in 
favor of sewerage, why did they not de- 
cline to authorize tfaie preparation of plans'! 
We wnlegA-i^t jth^; present, mayor, a^ 
oouiioil nad no alternative — no ohoioe. 
Had they failed to place tho question be- 
fore tho Doople, Botno of tho very men 
who now cluniur against an appeal to tho 
legislature would have been among tho 
first to blame the council fur inac 
tion. Our esteemed morningcontemporury 
it muoh excited beoauso the council pro- 
poses to ask the opinion of the people 
Why ? Ia he averse to the people being 
asked if they are prufiared to ratify their 
vote of September, 1885 ( or would ho 
have the council appeal directly to tho 
legislature, ignoring the people alto- 
gether 1 The council have acted with the 
utmoit eonaideracion towards the rate- 
payers ia placing the simple question 
"aye" or " no" before them, rhe by- 
law may be defeated ; but the question 
of Eewerage can survive at least one de- 
feat. Tbe water works extension aoheme 
■urvived after two stunning defeats and 
is now an accompliahod fact.

Alexander Denies Tliiit lie Has 
made Money in Bul^aria.^ 

Oladstoue iiiid Parneil Dis- 
pleased at tise Anti-Ueat 

Willing to Take 'Up Arms and 
Rid Ireland of I^andlordlsui. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Doc. 22. — The Australian 
Colonies oiler the Imperial gnvernnient 
£150,000 yearly towards tho expenses of 
the government administration in New 
Quinea. Tha governotR^bf Queefaaiand 
urges that the oflfer be accepted. 

Tho Times announces that Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill haa roaigiied his seat in 
the cabinet, owing to a disagrooment with 
the admiralty and war office with refer- 
ence to increasing the expenses of the 
country in view of the existing 6nancial 
difficulty, and also, because he disap- 
proved some legislative measuroa proposed 
by tho cabinet. Lord Randolph Church- 
ill considora that Smith and Lord George 
Hurtington prepared exorbitant estimates 
fur the army and navy departments, res- 
pectively, which are uncalled for by the 
state of foreign affairs. Lord Salisbury 
aupported Smith and Lord George Ham- 
ilton. Lord Randolph fuirther oon'siders 
tho legislative moasuroa for Great Britain 
proposed fur noxl session as inadequate. 

An interchange of views between Mr. 
Gladstone and bis colleaguos of the last 
liberal cabinet as to the attitude to be 
adopted by the liberal party at tho open- 
ing ^p.iparliamont, haa resulted in an 
agreement to support tho government in 
ail legal efforts to suppress the anti- rent 
canipaign, but to orgti tho iinmodiato on- 
foroemoiit with some force of ParneH's bill 
for tlio BUBpuiision of ovictiuna. Glad- 
stone's circular is cauaod ovur the action 
uf Messrs. Dillon and 0'13rien and the 
anti-rent leaguera have been warned that 
there ia no chance that the co-operation of 
Gladstone will continue unless they sub- 
mit to Parnell who is desirous of a com- 
mon policy with Mr. Gladstone aiming 
to suppress the plan |of campaign. The 
Pall Mall Gazette declares that both 
Gladstone and Parnell are no longer in 
accord with their followers, who, it says, 
unless they discover and amend their 
error will find themselves when parlia- 
ment meets without even the rump of a 
party. Notwithstanding Parnell's dis- 
pleasure, Metre. Dillon, O'Brien and 
Healey contin"e their apti rent tactics. 

Prince Alexander has authorized the 
denial of Madame Do Novikotl'a state- 
ment that he used his position to g^iiu 
a fortune. Be says he received only 
money voted to him by the Sobranjo, and 
that he is now as poor as when be was 
elected to the throne. 

Chamberlain has written to a corres- 
pondent, a letter in which he still udhsres 
to his original Irish scheme which has 
nothing in common with Glndstono's meas- 
ure. 

Dean Byron, prt-tiiding at a meetiug of 
5,000 nationalists at Pomeroy, county 
Tyrone, to-day, denounced the government. 
He said that if tho coercive policy was per- 
uiiiteu in he wotild not be reaponsible for 
tbe peaofrof^ldB^district./ Biz Thomas Es- 
mond, M. PI,* and a nnmber of Catholic 
priests spoke in a similar strain. They 
approved of the *'plan of campaign," and 
said they were willing to take up arma and 
rid Ireland of landlordism. Tho Eight 
Hon. A. J. Mundolla, a member of the last 
Gladstone cabinet, in a spocch to-day ex- 
pressed his approval of the "plan of cam- 
paign." He objected to tho government 
bringing a criminal action for what was at 
most a oivU offense. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, Doc. 22. — Four evicted farm- 
ers at Tinholla, near Carrick-on-Suir, 
have reoccupied their holdings under an 
agreement of 15 years purchase. Their 
re-instalment has caused much rejoicing. 

Tho Nation advises tenantg that if the 
"plan of campaign" should result in fail- 
ure, to keep their rent money themBolvoa. 
Tenants shall not pay rack ronta, because 
their refusal to do so will abolish land- 
lordism in Ireland. 

It can be authoritatively stated that 
Mr. Parnell is convinced that the position 
of the Irish tenants is worse now than 
when ho introduced his anti oviction act; 
that tho plan of campaign which it ia as- 
serted procured an abatomoiit in rents 
where everything else haa failed, ho re- 
gards as improbable. He thinks it re- 
markable that the government should 
propose a coercion bill, as the absoncn of 
crime loavoa no excuse for uoorcion. The 
suppression of the Iriali national loaguo 
would inevitably result in the formation 
of secret societias that would rival t)ne 
another in tbe commission of crimes and 
thus ,neoenit%te the knc^lorda asking 
parliament for further coercive moasurea. 
The present situation, says Parnell, points 
strongly to tho probability of tho govern- 
ment being obliged to introduce a bill 
reducing the rents to the standard fixed 
by the recent decisions of the land 
oommissioners and also admitting lease- 
holders. The government's illegal method 
of producing rents through Gen. Biiller's 
action fr.i!e<), except where "assisted" by 
inodiili^htors or "the plan of campaign." 
Parnell will lead a strong attack on the 
whole policy and action of the government 
towards Ireland at the opening of the 
coming geasioc of parliament.

Richards, Q. 0., Hett and Walls for tho 
appellants, and by Mr .Theo. Davie for the 
reepondont. On opening tho case Mr. 
Davie called the. attention of tho court to 
the matter of qoata' ori aoooiint of two 
poBtpdriements having already boen made, 
and that an amount be named. Mr. 
Walls Btntod 9200 ha'd pUeMy b6'^ pUoed 
in court to sooure the coata. 

Mr Rioliards, counsel for tho appel- 
lants, stated that tho case waa an appeal 
and application fur a now trial. 

A preliminary objootion was takon by 
Mr. T. Davie that the application for a 
U13W trial had been made after time and 
no order had been made by a jndge ex- 
tending tho time, and the appeal ahould 
bo dieniiaaud. 

Mr. lliuharda arguod that by tho re- 
cent legislation relating to tho proceed-

aignod by a largo number of people, but 
he only broudlit action against a fow of 
them. Mr. Ricliarda took tho ground 
that the caso was frivolous, and, being 
frivolous, should provo invalid. Refor- 
rinn to the short-hand report of the chief 
juatico's charge to the jury, he said it ap- 
peared that the chief justice charged the 
jury that the caso Wiia not a frivolous 
one. 

Mr. Justice Walk em pointed out where 
the chief justice had amended this report 
in several instances. At the. end of the 
printjd report, ho had, among other 
things, made the following memoranda : 
"Fir.st, whether they (the jury), found the 
case libellous? Aud -Vea Secondly, wheth- 
6i defcud.»nL br.d reasonable cause/ .Ana. — 
No. Thirdly, whether defendants had 
made .ftiiy reasonable attempt to ascer- 
tain the truth? Ana. — No." Mr. Rich- 
ards continuing, said that his fir^t objec- 
tion waa that tho caso waa frivolous, that 
the chief justice in hia charge to the jury 
stated that the case waa not frivolous, 
and all tho jury had to do was to find 
whtither il waa a libel, and if so, to fix the 
amoant of . daipages to be awarded to the 
plaintiff. Mr. Richards held that the 
residents of the place considered that they 
had a perfect right tu oomplain to the 
proper authorities, »f they considered 
plaintiff's conduct improper They had 
done so, but the chief justice held that 
they should have complained to the 
magistrate or County Court, that the 
petition went^tt) the mrqau^iAy, This 
"xluel not omatii^t^ -jnrm^ 

Mr. Richards tKougnt, tne petition 
should not be made to the magistrate in 
public but should go 1 1 the lioutonant- 
governor. He quoted legal authorities 
showing that if defendants brought 
charges without malice and bolievingthem 
to be true, the jury should find for the 
defendants. Tho signers of the petition 
believed the statament contained therein 
to be true and, were actuated by pure mo- 
tives. He held that tho chief justice was 
wrong in lioldiiig that the petitioners 
should have gone to him instead of the 
Iteiitenant-governor. He considered that 



Mr. lliohiirds had stated that the' plea hud 
been introduced at tho trial ami went a.s 
evidence without any objection being luaile. 
Thia Mr. Davie denied, referring to the 
chief juatico' shortUaud report, in which ho 
stated that there was no quoHliou of privi- 
lege. 

Mr. Davie aaid that all the plea defend- 
ants had entered were several charges of 
embezzlement, which had been diaproved.

of tho hands of the jury and virtually 
decided it himself. He c>included by ar- 
guing that defendants wore entitled to a 
new trial ; that the memorial waa not a 
libel and stited that if plaintiff had not 
brought the action, nobody would have 
known anythjngcaboat it ; that; the dam- 
ages were ex'cessiv'e and that' t1ie court 
should Kraut a new trial. Ho considered 
that tho government ahould have inves- 
tigated the caso when tho petition waa sent 
in, and kept tho aff-iir out of the courts. 

Mr. Walla then roaumed tho iirguineut. 
Referring to the written objection of Mr. 
llott to part of tho chief juHtico'a rejiort ; he 
said ho thought tho chief justice had not 
pat down what he had said, but what he 
had intended to say,' 'Mr. IjlTalkem. hx- 
terrupting, stated the chief jdstioe consid- 
ered the rejiort of the stenographer a good 
QUO. Mr. W'ails Knid the chief justice did 
not put in his charHo to tho jury whether 
tho petition had been niado through nialico. 
He took exception that tho jury had not 
been allowed to discuss ijiiuHtions among j 
theiuaelvea, that the cascH of the lacinorial 
and tho letter aigned "Jnniua" had become 
mixed in their niinda, and that tho letter of 
".Junins" ahould bavo boon brought as a 
aeparate action. He H.ii<l there were some 
forty signatures to the memorial which 
showed the. man could not stand in very 
high repnte when so many signatures could 
be obtained-in a small place like Yale. 

Mr. Walkem did not agree with thia and 
said Homo men wcntld sitju iilmostanythiug. 
lie had stood in u doorM'ay in Yale and 
seen ton tighta in prof;rcKa on the street. 
Seme of the signers were irrcHponailile, and 
the jilaintiff had choHen tho most respouai- 
blo of them aguinat whom to bring actiou, 

Mr. 'i'hoodore Davio contended thut 
judgment wliich was entered in favor of 
tho plaintifl' was just, and that the dam- 
ages were not excessive. Tho judge's 
charge to the jiny was just in point (.>f 
law, and if any misdirection had boen 
made it was of such a nature as would not 
affect tho case, for the reason that what- 
ever direction tho judge gave could have 
very little elfoct, on tho finding of the 
jury. Their finding seemed to be that 
the libel waa one of e.vpresaed malice. 
The more sotting up of a jnatilication of 
the libel was in itself malice. They had 
introduced more libel in tho eviilenoe; 
all of which had failed. He contended 
that the charges of the learned jud,2e 
was perfectly right, He stated that no 
plea of juatiGcation or privilege had boon 
made until the day before the trial. Or- 
der for admission of tho plea had boon 
made by Mr. Juatico Crease. Defondaiita 
contented theraaolvea by saying the pub- 
lioatioDS were qualinod. 

Mr. Davio thought tho evidence was 
entirely too lafu and was admitted at tho 
trial against hia protest, Ho thouyht that 
(jio chief justice waa perfectly justiliod, 
ill charging tho jury, in tolling themf 
that there waa po ijueation of privilege, 
A lengthy discuaiion waa entered jnto on 
the subject of tl>e ple^ of privilege, Mr. 
Pavio contending that Its admiaaion the 
day boforo the trial allowed him no time 
to meet it; that if tho plea had been ad- 
mitted as Bvidenco, tho charge of tho 
chief justice to llio jury would have boen 
very materially changed ; that it would
